Few Temblors Recorded; 
No Tidal Wave In 1906

A portion of the San Andreas j 
fault traversing Marin County 
is its least active section and;

A county planning staff report 
on development proposed for 
Bolinas Lagoon came under im­ 
mediate attack today by the au­ 
thor of the Bolinas Harbor plan. 
Norman T. Gilroy, who pre­ 
pared the plan for marina and 
recreation development for the 
Bolinas Harbor District, declar­ 
ed that the county staff’s 34-page 
analysis was limited and biased. 
“ 1 believe it is the county 
staff's function to present an 
unbiased analysis ol the lacts 
to the commission.’’ Gilroy said. 
“ I don’t believe that the staff 
report objectively covers the en­ 
tire spectrum of salient points 
to be considered on the lagoon 
and its future.” 
Gilroy said he would put his 
observations in writing before 
the day was over. 
The planning department’s re­ 
port. citing the threat of earth­ 
quake and questioning siltation 
as a 
problem, 
recommended 
that a marina island not be de­ 
veloped in the lagoon and that 
extensive studies be made be­ 
fore any action is taken.

BUSY FAULT? 
In opposing the plan, prepar­ 
ed by Mill Valley architect Nor­ 
man T. Gilroy, Planning Director 
Paul Zucker's department de­ 
scribed the San Andreas fault

MARIN QUIET 
As a matter of fact. Dr. Lom­ 
nitz said. “ We record very few 
earthquakes in Marin. Most of 
; the activity along the San An- 
I dreas fault is south of San Fran- 
i cisco. It drops off in Marin and 
only picks up again farther to 
the north, off the Mendocino. 
i coast.” 
Even if Marin w'ere to have. 
another earthquake like the huge 
one in 1906 whose epicenter was 
at Olema. proximity to the fault 
is not a hazard in itself. Dr. 
Lomnitz said. 
“ If there is another big earth­ 
quake, it really doesn't matter 
if you are 50 feet. 500 feet, or 
50 miles from the fault. What j 
matters is to have a good sound j 
structure,” 
said 
the 
seismol­ 
ogist. He noted that there are 
buildings still standing in the; 
Bolinas - Stinson B e a c h area 
which survived the 1906 temblor. 1 
And at 8.3 on the Richter scale, j 
he said, “ that is about as big; 
an earthquake as they come.” | 


BUILDING PRO BLEM 
He cited two recent earth­ 
quakes where building practices.;

The grand jury, in a resolu­ 
tion adopted Wednesday and 
filed today with County Clerk1 
George H. Gnoss. declared “ ex­ 
isting laws pertaining to abor­ 
tions are anachronistic and con­ 
trary to well-established mod- 
ern medical, psychological and 
sociological concepts.” 
Its resolution urged that the 
California 
Legislature 
“ adopt 
modern and progressive legisla­ 
tion which will: 
“ 1. Provide a sensible and 
reasonable basis upon which the 
need for abortions may be de­ 
termined. 
“ 2. Modify the law to reflect 
the enormous advances which 
have been made in the fields ot 
medicine and psychiatry since 
! 1879. 
“ 3. Provide recognition of the 
needs of women who, after ap­ 
propriate evaluation, are deter- 
I mined to require this medical 
procedure.” 
Copies of the resolution are 
to be sent to Marin’s two legis­ 
lators. State Sen. John F. Mc­ 
Carthy and Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. Bagiev. 
Vote for adoption of the reso­ 
lution was unanimous, with four 
jurors absent, reported foreman 
James S. Goodale.

Secretary-General U Thant for 
a new five-year term was as­ 
sured today when the Security 
Council gave its unanimous ap­ 
proval and sent its recommen­ 
dation to the General Assembly 
for ratification later in the day. 
The 15-nation council acted 
in a closed meeting after the 
57-year-old 
Burmese diplomat 
had bowed to 
continued pres­ 
sure 
and 
reversed 
his

nounced intention to retire. 
One factor which influenced 
Thant's decision to take anoth­ 
er term, diplomats said, was 
the assurances given by the 
big powers that he would have 
full authority to use his initia­ 
tive in peace making.

stating that the secretary-gen­ 
eral may call the council into 
session whenever he believes 
peace is threatened.

Dean Betts acknowledged that 
thefts of bells by the fraternity 
was an activity going back a 
great many years. He said the 
university had taken strong dis­ 
ciplinary action in the past and 
believed the practice had been 
stamped out. 


"This is the first case I ’ve 
heard of in 10 years. I ’m sure 
the last time, until now. was the 
Volcano incident,” she said.

Beethoven Provides 
A Beautiful Opener

Since Krips is a Beethoven in­ 
terpreter par excellence, this 
was fine program planning for 
the important opening of the sea­ 
son, which has started at such 
a high level that there remains 
only that fine honing of an in­ 
finite number of infinitesimal de­ 
tails to make the orchestra com­ 
parable with the very best. 
So amazingly fast has been its 
development since Krips took 
over the baton in 1963 that this 
goal should not be too far off. 
The outstanding performance 
yesterday was in tthe Symphony 
No. 5. though the tempo in its 
so-called “ knocking of fate” mo­ 
tif did not establish a mood of 
ominous portent. The symphony 
was played with w onderful 
rhythmic drive and such fine dy­ 
namic balance that even in for­ 
tissimos the strings were the 
clarion brasses. 
The string choirs were good, 
especially the brilliant first vio­ 
lins played with near-perfect 
synchronized bowing, but in the 
other numbers the violins were 
a shade predominant at times. 
The iower strings need to be 
brought up to this level. 
The overture to Leonore was 
performed with great elan, but 
also with extraordinary atten­ 
tion to slow, soft and sustained 
passages and beautifully con­ 
trolled and smooth crescendos 
and diminuendos. A solo trum­ 
pet theme played over faintly 
heard strings was the most deli­ 
cate pianissmo we have ever 
heard on that instrument. 
The Pastoral symphony, which 
comes as near painting a pic­ 
ture in music as it is possible 
to do without sacrificing musi­ 
cal values, was given a reading 
clearly depicting the intended 
images and moods. There were 
some particulary lovely individ­ 
ual passages by the woodwinds, 
and the country dances had de­ 
lightful ebullience. 
We 
were, 
however, 
disap­ 
pointed in the storm, which can 
be one of the most prodigious 
and electrifying in all symphon­ 
ic music. This was all the more 
surprising in view of the re­ 
sources revealed in the Sym­ 
phony No. 5.

A Dangerous Beginning 


Wh y do we keep in sistin g th at pu b­ 
lic agen cies strictly adh ere to open 
meetin g laws? 
Are we bein g picay u n ish in takin g 
u p th e cu dgel each time a city cou n cil 
or a sch ool board tries to ben d th e law 
for a little backroom “bu ll session ” or 
an in formal ch at to “ev alu ate” em­ 
ploy ees? 
Close frien ds an d acqu ain tan ces of 
th e officials wh o pu ll th ese stu n ts ten d 
to defen d th ese occasion al closed door 
session s. Th ey take th is toleran t atti­ 
tu de: 
“We kn ow th em as u prigh t an d h on ­ 
est in div idu als. Th ey h av e th e best in ­ 
terest of th e citizen s (or sch ool ch il­ 
dren ) at h eart. If th ey feel th e n eed to 
meet in secret, wh y n ot let th em.” 
Th is is th e ty pe of attitu de th at can 
ev en tu ally lead to n ews blackou ts an d 
gov ern men t by star ch amber meth ods. 
Ou r critics wou ld say , “Impossible. 
We d stop th em before th ey go th at 
far.” 
Bu t wh en ? An d h ow? A gov ern men t 
based on elected represen tativ es re ­ 
spon siv e to th e people can n ot operate 
h alf in th e open an d h alf u n der cov er. 
Little secrets in gov ern men t beget big­ 
ger secrets. An d wh en ev er secrecy be­ 
comes accepted practice, th at seat of 
gov ern men t will begin drawin g th e u n ­ 
desirables, 
th e dish on est, 
an d 
th e 
wh eelers an d dealers with greedy 
h an ds ex ten ded in to th e secret back 
room wh ere ou r “h on est an d u prigh t” 
represen tativ es are en gagin g in some 
in n ocen t an d in formal “ev alu ation .” 
“ It can t h appen h ere!” we assu re 
ou rselv es. Bu t can 't it? 
Take th e case of a city cou n cil, 
wh ose may or calls a secret meetin g 
with th e simple ex plan ation th at “we 
wan t to discu ss some person n el m at­ 
ters.” 
Th at's an all-in clu siv e ph rase th at 
can be stretch ed to cov er an y th in g 
from in v estin g th e pu blic's mon ey to 
rebu ildin g a street. 
For ex ample, th e treasu rer m i g h t 
complain th at h e doesn ’t h av e en ou gh 
leeway in h an dlin g th e city 's cash an d 
in th e in v estin g of fu n ds.

c i t y 
ch arter to pay offs by a secret gam­ 
blin g join t in town with ou t th e pu blic's 
kn owledge. 
Th e an ti-secrecy laws are in th e 
books to prev en t ju st th is ty pe of en ­ 
croach men t on th e pu blic's righ t to 
kn ow h ow its mon ey is bein g spen t an d 
h ow its officials are performin g. An d 
th e laws are written specifically so 
th at ev en a wav erin g official wh o 
migh t oth erwise ben d to sin ister pres­ 
su re will be able lo poin t to th e law 
an d say , “Th e pu blic mu st be in ­ 
formed.” 
Th e on ly closed meetin gs allowed by 
law are to h ire an d fire employ ees or 
to h ear ch arges again st th em. Noth in g 
else— “person n el m atters” or “ev alu a­ 
tion session s”— are giv en th e priv ilege 
of secrecy . 
Ev en ch arges made again st an em ­ 
ploy ee mu st be h eard in th e open if 
th e accu sed employ ee requ ests an 
open h earin g.

WASHINGTON— Th e Sov iets 
arc castin g a n asty clou d ov er 
th e arran gemen ts for Ru ssian 
an d U.S. commercial plan es to 
fly a n on -stop serv ice between 
Moscow an d New York. 
Wh en U.S. an d Sov iet offi­ 
cials began talkin g abou t it, 
an d, in deed, u n til a few day s 
ago. it certain ly looked like a 
worth -wh ile idea—good for th e 
Sov iet Un ion , good for th e 
Un ited States, an d capable of 
doin g n obody an y h arm. 
Capable of doin g n obody an y 
h arm? 
Now, we can ’t be so su re. In 
fact, th e Sov iets h av e commit­ 
ted an act wh ich pu ts a pall 
ov er th e wh ole project an d, 
if th ey do n ot do someth in g to 
remov e dou bts th ey h av e n ow 
created, th e American gov ern ­ 
men t sh ou ld, relu ctan tly bu t 
firmly , say n o—n o reciprocal 
Moscow-to-New York Air serv ­ 
ice. 


THIS IS THE regrettable 
con sequ en ce of wh at h appen ed 
a few day s ago: 
On Oct. 31 an American citi­ 
zen of Czech birth , Vladimir 
Kazan -Komarek, boarded a So­ 
v iet Aeroflot air plan e in Mos­ 
cow for a sch edu led an d an ­ 
n ou n ced direct n on -stop fligh t 
to Paris. Kazan -Komarek, wh o 
ru n s th e Harv ard Trav el Serv ­ 
ice in Cambridge. Mass., h ad 
been atten din g an in tern ation al 
con feren ce of trav el agen ts in 
Moscow an d h is Aeroflot ticket 
stipu lated th at h is n ex t stop 
wou ld be Paris. 
His n ex t stop was a Com­ 
mu n ist jail in Pragu e. Th e So­ 
v iet air craft fou n d it h ad a 
little mech an ical trou ble at 
ju st th e righ t time in ju st th e 
righ t place to drop dowTi an d 
t u r n Kazan - K o m a r e k , an 
American , ov er to th e Czech 
police wh o arrested h im wh ile 
th e Sov iet plan e was bein g 
“repaired.” seized h is lu ggage 
an d h as kept h im in prison 
ev er sin ce.

plication of school facilities in 
the v alley , now neatly split al­ 
m ost down the middle by the 
two districts. 
Sausalito 
also 
wants the rest of the v alley 
to improv e the racial mix of 
students in the district. This 
reason concedes that housing 
in Tennessee Valley will be 
segregated. S a u s a l i t o also 
wants to broaden its tax base. 
Mill Valley trustees hav e of­ 
fered no reason for giv ing up

Camino Alto at Project 
17. 
Trustees are to decide the is­ 
sue Dec. 12. 


THE QUESTION of future 
student enrollment is critical 
now as trustees plan the ‘‘mid­ 
dle school” for six th, sev enth 
and eighth grade students. If 
Tennessee Valley , Strawberry 
and East Alto were ex cluded, 
the district could plan a middle 
school for about 1,200 students, 
according to the district’s es­ 
tim ates of m ax imum enroll­ 
ment. That’s a big “ if.” 
Guidelines adopted by the 
trustees and city council for 
joint dev elopment of Project 
17 for the school and recrea­ 
tion facilities stipulate that the 
district 
“ has 
prepared 
and 
adopted as a statement of pol­ 


icy , a m aster plan of schools 
showing ultimate size and func­ 
tion.” 
This has not been done. 


EVERY TIME the council 
reminds the trustees of this 
condition, the trustees point to 
the J uly 25 progress report by 
the Professional Council on the 
district's educational program. 
“ That’s our m aster plan,” they 
say . But city officials see no 
m aster plan. 
Citing informal suggestions 
by some trustees that additions 
could be m ade to the “ middle 
school” later, or that a second 
“ middle school” m ay be neces­ 
sary someday , or that all dis­ 
trict schools could be grouped 
in a “ cam pus” at project 17 
someday , 
May or 
Albert 
E. 
White conceded to trustees this 
week that he as “ a little bit 
concerned.” 
“ We need to know where the 
school is going,” he said. “ Be­ 
fore we hire an architect we 
hav e to know the program to 
feed into him. We can’t talk 
to him without telling him what 
to build. 


“ I NEED TO be assured —- 
my hand has to be held — I 
need to be assured that y ou 
won’t come back in four y ears 
and ask for another school 
there.”

Change Eye 


Jerk Pattern 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (S S )-In- 
voluntary ey e jerks, called sac- 
cades, change distinctly from 
the norm when an individual is 
under the influence of an hallu­ 
cinogenic drug or alcohol, an 
Ohio p rofessor of op tometry re­ 
p orts. 
Normally , the ey e flicks once 
or twice a second, no matter 
how hard an individual may try 
to keep it still. With LSD, p silo- 
by cin or mescaline—all halluci­ 
nogens—the frequency of the 
jerks increased sharp ly , accord­ 
ing to Dr. Frederick W. Heb- 
bard of Ohio State University . 
Alcohol also changed the jerk­ 
ing p attern, but in a different 
manner from the hallucinogens, 
said Dr. Hebbard. who with 
p sy chiatrist R ol a nd 
Fischer 
tested ey e movements in four 
volunteers, 22 to 24. 
Dr. Hebbard believes the sac- 
cade changes would be a more 
sensitive method of detecting 
both the p resence and the kind 
of drug than changes in the 
p up ils.

Baseballers' Pension 
USF Gains 


Fund Gets Big Boost 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - Major 
league 
baseball 
clubs 
have 
agreed to finance an $8.2 million 
pension plan in which a player 
could receive as much as $1,000 
a month a t age 65. 


Under the term s of the new 
plan — the cost of which has 
been shared by both owners and 
players in the past — a player, 
manager, coach or trainer who 
was active for 10 years will re­ 
ceive 
approximately 
$500 
a 
month at the age of 50. That's 
twice as much as in the past. 


If the individual leaves his 
retirement income in the plan 
until he is 65, he would receive 
about $1,000 a month. 
Under the old plan the owners 
contributed 
$2.7 
million 
com­ 
pared with the $4.1 million they 
will finance now over a two- 
year period. 
At the same time as he re­ 
vealed the pension plan yester­ 
day, Marvin Miller, executive 
director of the Players Assn., 
disclosed 
that 
the 
p l a y e r s 
were seeking an increase in the 
minimum m ajor league salary 
from $7,000 to $12.000. He said 
the proposal would be discussed 
at a later date.
